potato is fat; 3' per cent nitrogen, '1 
per cent sugar. These more valuable 
substances are so slight that during* 
the famine of 18-17 Irish cotters formed 
the habit of cooking potatoes "with a 
bone in tho middle"—Hint is, of under- 
cooking them so that they might delay 
digestion and stave off hunger.
